Mary's Parish in Alton, where he was on the parish board and
sang in the choir; he loved music and played both the clarinet

and saxophone; he played the clarinet in the Alton Community
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Band and the New Horizons Band in Alton; while living in Fort
Meyers, Florida, he played in the Lee County Community Band and
the Sanibel Island Band; he was a longtime member of Alton
Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 1308 and was a former member of

the American Legion in Fort Meyers; and

WHEREAS, After the passing of his wife, Kathleen, Neal

Schwartzkopf married Jane Moylan in November of 1999; and

WHEREAS, Neal Schwartzkopf was preceded in death by his
parents; his first wife, of over 50 years, Katie; his 2 sons,
Mark and Tom; his grandson, David Schroeder; and his

son-in-law, Rich Ogburn; and
